Plstimatos by slate fiscal officers of state revenue 
roquiremenls necessary to effect tlio transfer of a sub¬ 
stantial portion of weilarc and public school costs from 
local to stale government, as proposed by an initiative 
constitutional amendment co-sponsored by the California 
Teachers Association and the County Supervisors Associ¬ 
ation of California, were described by the initiative’s spon¬ 
sors today as "good news for property taxpayers,” 

Jack Rcos, executive secretary of the 170,000membor 
teacher association, declared: 

“If tile state estimates prove correct, property tax¬ 
payers will receive even greater relief than had been anti¬ 
cipated.” 

An all-out drive to secure more than half a million 
signatures needed to qualify the initiative for the June 
1970 primary ballot is now under way, Rees announced. 

Ihe bulk of the signatures will have been obtained 
by Dec. 15,” Rees stated, “with our peak effort geared 
for December 10, wliicii was designated as ‘Property 'Tax¬ 
payers Appreciation Day.’ 

“December 10 was the deadline for payment of the 
first installment of 1909-70 properly taxes.

Commenting on the state officials’ estimates, Rees de¬ 
clared: 

“The state figures are somewhat higher than the more 
conservative estimates compiled by school and county fiscal 
experts; however, we have no real quarrel with them, as 
we realize that no estimate of future costs can be abso¬ 
lutely precise, and that assumptions have to be made by 
all estimators. 

“If the state estimates prove correct, it is good news 
indeed for property taxpayers, as most of the increased 
cost estimate is in the area of welfare, the transfer of 
which provides direct and immediate property tax reduc¬ 
tion.

Citing t ,h e accomplish¬ 
ments that have won .na¬ 
tional recognition for the 
RTD’s contributions to clean¬ 
er air, Nelson told the Air 
Pollution Subcommittee of 
the Assembly Transportation 
Interim Committee that new 
and promising break¬ 
throughs in the bus devel¬ 
opment field are being ex¬ 
amined by a special Tran¬ 
sit Technology Review 
Board. 

“Every bus full of passen¬ 
gers means .35 to 40 auto¬ 
mobiles off the streets,” Nel¬ 
son declared at the session, 
hold at the Now State Build¬ 
ing in Los Angeles. 

“However,” he added, “our 
lultimate goal must be the 
of a high¬ 
speed, high-ca,pacity, electri¬ 
cally-powered public tra.ns- 
portation system which will 
attract and carry millions of 
commuters in comfort—and 
in smog-free vehicles — 
throughout the Los Angeles 
basin.” 

Noting that the District’s 
1,.500 d'ic.sel-burning buses 
are responsible for only

pollution. Nelson pledged 
continuation of the District’s 
aggressive control program.
